_ WASHINGTON - Pentagon 
investigators have obtained the 
memoir of a Russian emigre who 
claims to have learned while in 
internal exile in the former 
Soviet Union that dozens of 
American servicemen from 
World War II and the Korean 
War were detained in Siberian 
labor camps. 

The assertions, while not coh- 
firmed, appear to support, and in 
some important respects 
strengthen, a case the Pentagon 
has been building for several 
years: U.S. servicemen in the 
1940s and 1950s were silently 
swallowed up in the U.S.S.R.’s 
brutal Gulag system of forced 
labor, never to be heard from 
again. 

“There has to be something to 
this,” said Norman Kass, who 
helped translate the unpublished 
personal memoir from Russian • 
and interviewed the author on 
behalf of the Pentagon agency in 
charge of prisoner of war and 
missing personnel affairs. 

Kass said in an interview that . 
the information fits a pattern of’ 
anecdotal reports received dur- 
ing the 1990s that American ser- 
vicemen were seen in remote 
labor camps.

Hours earlier, Diallo’s mother 
told a crowd in Harlem she 
hoped her son’s. death would 
inspire people to fight against 
police brutality and improve, 
understanding between police 
and civilians. 

“It’s about justice,” Kadiatou 
Diallo said a day after the ver- 
dicts. “Nothing can replace 
Amadou, ... but if his cause can 
help clarify this situation, ... so 
that the people can live in peace,

verified, he believes the man is ~ 
credible. Kass said the man’s 
identity and lus present coun- 
try of residence are being kept 
secret for his protection, but 
there is no question that he 
spent many years in the Gulag 
network of forced labor camps. 
The man, now in his late 70s, 
was exiled to Siberia and 
worked as a permafrost engi- 
neer in the early 1950s near the 
Kirovskij mining camp where 
the 22 Americans were said to 
have been held. 


“Murderers!” they shouted. 
“Racist copsl” “We want jus- 
ticel” 

But a hush fell over the 
packed room when Diallo’s 
mother approached the po'di- 
um. As she thanked the audi- 
ence in a soft voice for the sup- 
port they had given her family, 
listeners cried out “Thank 
you!” and “We love youl” 
Diallo said that after sitting 
through nearly a month of trial 
testimony and arguments, she 
still could not understand why 


her son died. The defense argu- 
ment that her son's actions had 
drawn the officers' attention 
and led them to believe he had 
a gun caused her particular 
anguish, she said. 

“The crime that they com- 
mitted is to consider my son 
suspicious,” she said. “That 
was the first crime. ... Our 
whole family are wondering 
why they said that everything 
that happened was because of 
Amadou’s fault. Because we 
know he was a nice kid.” 


“You can tell where public land starts 
because of the garbage,” he said. Often 
people drive ri^t by a landfill to dump 
on public lands. And on days whenland-, 
■' fills are closed, people flock to pitblic' 
lands, White said. He finds several ille-. 
gal dumpsites each we^.' ' 

“This week alone I found three,” he 
said. But ho also located two of the per- 
petrators. 

White is one of 206 BLM law'cnforce- 
ment officers nationwide. Duties 
include visitor and resource protection, 
investigations and enforcement actions 
and public health and safety. 

Everyone who is caught is ticketed, 
White said. The maximum penalty for 
dumping is a SI, 000 fine and sue months 
in jail. People who plead guilty are 
fined $250, and they have to deon'it up i 
- or the BLM cleans it up and sends 
them the bill. White said. 

“If they go to court and ore convicted, 
judges are not very lenient,” White ., 
said. Stiff fines and jail time seem to 
deter dumping. ' 

“Most of the time after we dte some- . 
body, we find they don’t dump again,” 
he said. 

It is hard to prevent illegal dumping 
because the dumpers usually don’t care 
about the environment in the first 
place, he said. And background' checks 
on dumpers often mm up a trail of prior 
convictions ranging from DUI to mur- 
der. ' 

Because they have been in trouble 
before, the county sheriff oft«n is 
acquainted with them. White takes 
dues to the sheriff, who helps him find 
the perpetrators. 

“Qiunty slieriffs are a wealth oHnfor- 
madon," White said. •> 

The Minidoka County landfill doesn’t 
charge for a pickup load of household 
garbagc.'Ic charges $3 for refrigeriitors 
and $2 to $10 for tires, depending oh the 
size. 

“The key is people calling in,” White - 
said. • 

He encouraged anyone who 'sees 
someone dumping or finds garbage on 
BLM land to call him at 886-2206 ’or at 
731-4005, or to notify the county sheriff.

Liz Flowers, executive director

partner,” Flowers said. “That 
brings the fear level about HTV 
and AIDS way down, even though 
the risk is just as high.”

Studies shed 
no light on 
‘dark matter’ 


WASHINGTON - A physics 
experiment involving researchers 
~frdrri''iO“Anierican'institutIons“ 
has failed to find evidence for 
mysterious particles that would 
' help account for the “dark mat- 
ter” astronomers believe makes 
up 90 percent of the universe’s 
moss. 

The new finding,.presented at 
a scientific symposium in Los 
Angeles on Friday, conflicts with 
results reported recently by a 
team of experimenters based in 
Italy. 

After more than three years of 
data gathering,' the Italian team 
said it had found indirect evi- 
dence for a massive particle - 
about SO times heftier than the 
proton - that could be a compo-, 
nent of postulated clouds of 
invisible matter that may 
' account for much of the mass of 
the universe. 

The dark matter particles 
would interact weakly or not at 
all with ordinary matter. As a 
' class, they have been dubbed 
“weakly interacting, massive par- 
, tides” or WIMPs. In theory, a 
million WIMPs con pass throu^ 
an area the size of a thumbnail 
.each second. 

Many physicists have been 
skeptical about the Italian find- ' 
ing because of the subtle^ indi- 
rect effects being reported and 
the challenge of exduding other - 
natural events that could trig- 
ger the underground sodium- 
iodide detector at the Gran 
Sasso Nationd Laboratoty near 
Rome.

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GOP race heads for 
vote-rich national stage

WASHINGTON - Now things 
get serious. 

The topsy-turvy Republican 
presidential race, fought thus for 
on tiny or quirky battlegrounds, 
moves to the national stage with 
two weeks of voting in 25 states. 

Texas Govi George W. Bush 
hopes to hobble Sen. John 
McCain’s campai^ on the March 
7 “Super Tu^ay” and put him 
away March 14, when six Bush- 
friendly Southern states conduct 
GOP elections. 

The Arizona senator hopes to 
clean up March 7< survive March 
14 and drag the nomination fight 
deep into the spring. 

Both hope to get a running 
Stan Tuesday, when Republicans 
make their, choices in three 
states. 

“Conventional wisdom is that 
Bush is .sdll In the strongest posi- 
tion for the long haul,” said 
Steve Duprcy, chairman of the . 
New Hampshire GOP. “But we 
ali know how shaky conventional 
wisdom is this year.” 

The campaign already has 
passed through the first-test 
states of Iowa, New Hampshire 
and Delaware. Ultraconservadve 
South Carolina went to Bush. 
And Michigan voted McCain, 
although the primary actually 
drew more non-Repubiicans than 
Republicans. 

McCain holds a slight lead 
over Bush in the hunt for the 
1,034 delegates needed to win 
the nomination. Busli holds a nar- 
rowing lead in the money chase. 

"We’re going national,” 
Duprey said. 

And so are the candidates, 
starting with voting Tuesday: 


North Dakota 

Bush has a clear advantage in 
state: caucuses. McCain has not 
campaigned for the state's 19 dele- 
gates. 

Virginia 

Bush leads McCain by 11 points 
in a recent poll.

Washington state 

Both campaigns say polls show 
them in a light race. McCain hopes 
to avail of Washington voters' inde- 
pendent streak. The Arizonan hits a 
strong organization, but Bush's is 
deeper. 

Thmigli Bush has been on the air 
longer, McCiiin is spending almost 
as much as Bush on 'I'V ads in the 
nin-iip to Virginia and Washington, 
a reflection of how the Texan's

WASHINGTON - Senate 
Republicans were in a quandary; 

Senate committee 
overwhelmingly had approved a 
bill toxnick down on teen smok- 
ing and raise cigarette taxes, 
moves attracting strong political 
suppon. But influential Republi- 
cans despised the measure. 

As GOP senators met over 
lunch one day to plot their 
course, it was a seminal moment' 
for Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
who had worked hard to produce 
the bill and was laboring to r^y 
his party behind it. 

But his fabled temper bolted as 
GOP opponents derided the 
tobacco bill by posting a flow 
chart purported to show the 
byzantine bureaucracy the bill 
would create. “That’s a diicken 
s-^ charti” McCain snapped dis- 
missively, according to sources at 
the meeting. His colleagues, i|scd 
to the soothing cadences of sena- 
torial poUtessc, bristled at the 
invective. 

McCain later tried to defend 
the measure at the lunch, but the 
damage was done. The hemor- 
rhaging of GOP support contin- 
ued, and the bill soon died. 

McCain’s unsuccessful 1998 
fight for landmark anti-tobacco 
legislation - one of the most 
ambitious bills he has champi- 
oned in his 17-year career in 
Congress - provides a glimpse of 
what kind of leadership he might 
exercise if he won his quest for 
the presidency. Indeed, the saga 
of the tobacco bill was vintage 
McCain: taking on his i^my lead- 
ers (sometimes tactlessly), tilting 
at special interests, but coming 
up empty-handed. 

In some ways, the blil’s-fate for- 
tifies the argument of his chief 
rival for the GOP prcstdemial 
nomination - Texas Gov. George 
W. Bush - chat McCain is a 
reformer without results, a politi- 
cian who knows how to plant 
flag for an issue but can’t make 
others salute.

While 
McCain has a reputation as a 
maverick whose style grates 
many fellow senators, on the 
tobacco issue he managed to pro- 
duce biportisan committee back- 
ing for an extraordinarily com- 
plex, controversial bill. He eager- 
ly embraced the cause even 
though he had no background 
with it, showing some of the agili- 
ty a president needs to handle 
the multitude of matters thrust 
upon him. 

The fact that the bill fell apart 
on the Senate floor reflects, in 
pan, the limits of McCain’s leg- 
islative skills. But the forces 
arrayed against the measure 
were so vast that it might have 
been impossible for even the 
most deft back-room dealer to 
manage. 

The signature feature of 
McCain’s style of leadership is 
that he is temperamentally 
inclined to choose sweeping goals 
that many see as doomed from 
the start.

GM slows 
production 
due to sales 

DETROIT (AP) - General- 

Motors Corp. is suspending pro- 
duedon this week at four manu- 
facturing plants to reduce inven- 
tories as the automaker strug- 
gles with sluggish sales, a compa- 
ny spokesman said Saturday. 

The temporary shutdowns are 
scheduled for Monday through 
Saturday at plants in Spring Hill,. 
Tenn., and Wilmington, Del., 
which produce Saturn compacts; 
Fairfax, Kan., which makes the 
Oldsmobile Intrigue and Pontiac 
Grand Prix, and St. Therese, 
Quebec, which builds the 
Pontiac Firebird and Chevrolet ' 
Camaro, said'GM spokesman 
Brian Akre. 

Production is scheduled to 
resume March 6. Hourly workers 
at the four plants will receive 
their normal pay without inter- 
ruption during the shutdowns, 
with some of them staying on to 
perform maintenance, Akre 
said. 

.'Shutdowns for “inventory 
al^'ustment” - or giving dealers 
time to sell cars already built, 
raZher than accumulate more - 

not unusual but can’t neces- 
sarily be predicted, Akre said. 
‘-^We build to demand, and 
demand has been light over the 
last couple of months,” Saturn 
spokesman Bill Betts said.

top law schools. 

Students this year at Harvard, 
Duke and Georgetown universi- 
ties have begun the first concen- 
trated study of the legal stru^es 
for animals. 

As discoveries in genetics and 
neuroscience increasingly blur 
the distinction between animals 
and humans, lawyers have gener- 
ated enough precedent-setting 
judgments to define an entirely 
new field of study. Animal law 
has, consequently, taken a large 
leap forward since 1981 when the 
national animal rights movement 
began in earnest after police 
seixed 17 monkeys in a raid at a 
Silver Spring, Md., research lab. 

“It is timely,” explained Alan 
Ray, assistant dean for academic 
affairs at Harvard Law School. 
“We felt the course would 
respond to a growing student 
interest and to growing scholar- 
ship in the field. We’re not mak- 
ing any broader statement of poli- 
cy about animal rights, but we do

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Some animals deserve basic legal rights, they contend 


' believe there are legtimate Issues 
raised that deserve consideration 
about the legal status of nonhu- 
man animals.” . 

Public regard for greater legal 
protections seems to be increas- 
ing. Earlier this month in Seattle, 
after heated debate about mis- 
treatment of 'elephmics and otbv 
dreuS animals, the City Coundl 
came very dose to endorsing an 
ordinance banning dreus animals 
from the town. In the past six 
years, the number of states with 
felony violations for animal cnid- 
ty has risen from six to 27. Even in 
some dvil cases, lawyers such as 
Wise and Frasch see indicadons 
that judges are warming- to the 
idea of animal rights. 

In 1998, the U.S. Court of 
Appe^ for the District of Colum- 
bia Circuit granted “standing” - a 
legal term that gives an injured 
person the .right to take a griev- 
ance to court - to a man who 
claimed he suffered “aesthetic 
injury” after witnessing unsuit- 
able living conditions of mtmkeys 
in a Long Island, N.Y., zoo. 
Although the man lost his case, 
the fact that the court granted 
him standing was counted as a 
major victory. 


Harvard hired Massachusetts 
attorney Steven Wise to teach its 
first course. Wise recently pub- 
li^ed a bock arguing for animal 
legd rights, “Rattling the Cage,” 
which was lauded by primatolo- 
gist Jane Coodall as “the animals’ 
Ma|^ Carta.” 

In the next decade. Wise 
expects to make a that chim- 
panzees and bonobos (a dose pri- 
mate’ relative) are similar enough 
to humans to be granted funda- 
mental legal rights. This effective- 
ly would protect them from 
hunters and traders, end 
in biomedical research and give 
their advocates power to sue on 
their behalf. 

Critics acknowledge an 
increase in litigation in the field, 
but to suggest that animals should 
have legal rights is more than 
some can stomach. 

“I do not regard myself as an 
'animal-is-a-thing' person,” said 
University of Chicago professor 
Richard Epstein, who has become 
one of the few legal scholars pub- 
licly to question the law school 
trend. “That’s a grotesque posi- 
tion. But we can’t falsify what we 
know as the truth about evolution 
and human behavior. Animals 


aren’t human beings.” 

Advocates point to scientific 
evidence suggesting that chim- 
panzees and humans diverged 
from the some evolutionary path 
and that their DNA is nearly 985 
percent identicaL 

A recent report assisting their 
argument appeared last summer 
in the influential journal Nature 
showing that chimpanzees in the 
wild create complex social com- 
munities that, lUce human sod- 
eties, develop into distinctly dif- 
ferent cultures. 

Other studies describe certain 
animals’ sodal behaviors such as 
tool-maldng, courtship and groom- 
ing. and other r^arch suggests 


that chimps and bonobos can 
count and communicate With lan- 
guage. With so many sophisticat- 
ed qualities. Wise believes, 
chimps and bonobos demonstrate 
they are consdous beings deserv- 
ing not just human ^tection, but 
legal ri^ts. 

*T thmk Steve Wise has a great 
mission,” said Harvard’s Marc 
Hauser, an authority in animal 
cogiution and author of the forth- 
coming book “Wild Minds: What 
Animals Think.” “He wants to 
make sure animals aren’t dis- 
missed as property, and Fm 100 
percent behind that. On the other 
hand, when he crosses disdplines, 
his readily and understanding of 
animals is not how I interpret 
them. He promotes stuff I don't 
think is ea^ justified.”

“Tm really sad about It,” said 
> Hazel Jenscn-Wysingcr. She and 
her partner adopted each others’ 
biological children. “Although it’s 
aimed at morality the people 
it’s'huning is kids.” 

But Scott Clark, chairman of 
the board of the .state’s Division 
of Child and Family Services, 

' says the sole purpose of the ban is 
to protect children, not deny 
homosexuals adopdon rights. 

“They’ve hijacked the dialogue 
and talked just about same-sex 
couples,” said Clark. 

Clark said the change was 
brought about by cases where 
’ live-in boyfriends abused adopted 
children and a 1991 case in which 
the .state placed the children of a 
deceased polygamous wife in the 
home of her fellow wives. The 
placement was challenged In 
court. ■ 

“1 think (]egi.slators) have this 
firm-rooted reli^ously based con- 
victibn and it is disingenuous to 
say (the law) is not aimed at gay 
: people,” said attorney Laura 
' Millikcn Gray. “It’.s a tragedy and 
it breaks my heart.” 

Gray’s office wall is lined with 
pictures of some of the roughly 20 
same-.scx couples - including the 
Jensen-Wysingers and Robert 
Austin and his partner Bradley 
Wcischedel - whom she helped 
with adoptions.

done to a child in the home of 
married couple,” said Austin. 
“We know firsthand that mar- 
riage is not the deciding factor.” 
Under existing Utah law, mar- 
riage is not tlie deciding factor. 
Instead, social workers screen for 
a criminal or diild abuse history, 
then go before a judge who 
decides if the adoption is in the 
child's best interests. 

Gray argues the bill usurps 
judicial screening.

But while research on gay and 
lesbian jfarenting is scarce, it 
shows gay and lesbian biologic^ - 
parents 'are as good as heterosex- 
ual couples at raising children, 
said Dev-on Brooks, a social work 
professor ,at University of 
Southern California. 

Brooks recently completed 
what is thought to be the first 
study ever to focus specifically on 
children adopted by gay and les- 
bian parents and had sunilar find- 
ing^ although his focus group was 
limited.. “There were' people who 
for reli^ous reasons could not 
possibly understand hoxy this 
could be OK,”, said Mady 
Prowler, of the Philadelphia- 
based National Adoption Crater.

B udget calls for no borrowing 
to implement building program 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - :rhe 
Legislature moved a step closer 
to finalizing the stale's $6.7 bil- 
lion budget, filling in some fund- 
ing gaps and approving a pared- 
down plan for state buildings. 

Thu $71.6 million plan does not 
include lx)irowing any money for 
building projects. The bulk of the 
budget - S36.7 million - is going 
to routine building repairs and 
imj)rovemenis. 

The plan also iticludes $9.2 mil- 
lion to design and start work on 
Utah State University’s dilupidat-. 
ed heating system, $14,3 million 
for a new building at the Slate 
Hospital in Provo, anti $2 million 
to plan renovations to the Slate 
Capitol. 

Rep. Gerry Adair, R-Roy, who 
chairs the CapiitU Facilities bud- 
get committee, said it is die first 
time since Gov. Scott Mniheson’s 
administration in tlie late 2970s 
and early 1980s ituii the state has 


not borrowed to build buildings. 

“Tliis does not meet the nccds- 
. of the st^c, and it doesn’t make 
good bu^css sense,” said Rep. 
Mary Caflson, D-Salt Lake City. 

Rep. Brad Johnson, R-Aurora, 
said the conservative spending 
would leave plenty of money to 
spend in future years. 

The House also passed a bill 
raising the state's pcr-pupil 
spending 5,5 percent, from $1,901 
to $2,006. The bill would cost 
about $88 million. 

“I hope teachers understand 
the sacrifice that has gone imo 
this," said Rep. Michael Styler, R- 
Delia, 

Tlic House also approved a $2 
million appropriation to expand 
the drug court program. Rather 
than locking up drug offenders, 
the drug courts would give judges 
the authority to sentence offend- 
ers to strictly supervised rehabili- 
tation programs. 


The Executive Appropriations 
Committee also tackled a scries 
of, funding crises in state pro- 
grams Friday afternoon. The hot 
spots were addressed in a series 
of motions shifting money form 
one program to another approved 
with little or no discussion. 

The biggest infusion went into, 
adult and youtli corrections. The 
comrhittec pumped $43 million 
into adult corrections to allow the 
opening of a 300-bcd minimum 
security dormitory in Draper. 

The dormitory had bran built 
bat the department the money to 
house 210 inmates that were 
being evicted by the National 
Guard from a dormitory at Camp 
Williams. 

The department also got 
$901,500 to cover a deficit this 
year in the money used to rent 
county jail beds and $328,500 
osed for medical and transporta- 
tion costs in, (hose jails.

The measure would ban any 
discussion of birth control in put> 
• lie schools - even when parents 
sign off on it. Fewer than 1 per- 
cent of parents refuse that per- 
mission, according to education 
officials. 

Sex education is laughl'in 
Utah at Junior higli scliools. 

I ' House- Bill 411 would limit sex 
education to the teaching of sex- 
ual abstinence before marriage 
and fidelity after marriage, and 
little more than that. 

The bill mandate.s that “at no 
time, may instruction be provid- 
ed” on contraceptive methods, 
which only “encourage” unwed 
persons to break the law by hav- 
ing sex. 

“Ignorance is never the best 
policy,” Rep. Mary Carlson, D- 
Salt Lake City, said in dissent. 
“Ignorance only fosters more 
ignorance.” 

But the House amended the 
bill to make it stricter. . 


Rep. Craig Butiars, R-Lcwistoh, 
proposed an amendment requir- 
ing students to be taught that 
“any sexual relations outside of 
marriage constitutes ariminal con- 
duct.” 

Utah has a fornication law on 
tlie books but does not enforce it, 
said Rep. Gary Cox, D-Keams, a 
policeman. Cox said if students 
arc taught sex outside of mohiage 
is illegal, the Legislature should 
be willing to see that the Iqw is' 
enforced. 

“I don’t know if we’re going to 
hire sex police or. put 14 year old 
pregnant girls in jaU,” he-said- “I 
don’t know how you plan on doing 
this.” '

Bell is known for her oratory 
skills and detailed knowledge 
of the state budget. She’s, uni- 
versally seen as Burley 
Republican House Speaker 
Bruce Newcomb’s obvious 
choice to succeed retiring Rep.

-New translation of classic ‘Beowulf tops charts 


,..NEW YORK (AP) - In the 
. pniced States it’s been one of 
'..pose books you had to read for 
' ''English lit. But in Britain it’s hot- 
ter than Hany Poner. It’s topped 
the bes^selle^ list and won the 
high-profile Whitbread Prize, 
beatirig out J.K. Rowling herself. 

So will U.S. readers catch 
“Beowulf” fever? 

Last week, Farrar, Straus &■ 
Giroux is released a new edition 
of .the epic Anglo-Saxon poem, 
written more cnan a thousand 
■ years ago. Translated by Nobel 
i.Prize-mnning poet Seamus 
I Heaney, “BeowulT’ has sold more 
than 50,000 copies in Britain and 
already has reached the Top 20 on 
Amazon.com, virtually unheani of" 
for a work of poetry. 

“We chink we can have a pretty 


broad reach with this book," said 
Laurie Brown, FSG’s vice presi- 
dent of marketing. ‘“Beowuir is 
part of the canon and we think 
there are some readers who rarely 
buy poetry that will find them- 
selves inclined to buythis and 
give it a thorough reading." 

New translations of classics 
come out all the time, with the 
great majority only reaching the 
dossroom. But occasionally a book 
attracts general readers. A re- 
issue of Stendhal’s novel “The 
Charterhouse of Parma," translat- 
ed by the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
poet Richard Howard, sold thou- 
sands of copies last fall. A few 
years ago, Robert Pinsky’s transla- 
tion of “The Inferno" al» sold stir^ ' 
prisinglywell. 

Like Uteraiy novels or art-house 


movies, such publications depend 
on reviews and word of mouth. 
Publicity, too. At year’s end, 
Miramax Films is expected to 
release a movie adaptaDon. 

Meanwhile, the Whitbread 
prize brought the book some 
invaluable, and unusual, atten- 
tion.

“Beowulf” exchanging insults 
with backers of Rowling's “Horry 
Potter and the Prisoner of 
Azkaban." Biographer Anthony 
Holden, who voted for “Beowulf," 
labeled the Potter book “deriva- 
tive, traditional and not particu- 
larly well-wrinch.” A Potter voter 
’'wblt' hedrd 'iUimlssi^ “beowulf” 
as “a boring book al^c drd^n^

“Beowulf’ is the elegiac narra- 
tive of the adventures of a 
Scandinavian hero who saves the 
Danes from the seemingly invinci- 
ble monster Grendel and later 
from Grendel’s mother. He 
returns to his own country and 
dies in old age in a vivid fight 
against a dragon. 

More than 3,000 lines long, the 
poem was believed written in 
England sometime between the 
seventh and lOch centuries. The 
author is unknown ' and 
“Beowulf", exists in only one 
manuscript, charred- by a 17th- 
:-ccntury fire and cunre gtly stored 
in the British LibfSym London.

CLEVELAND - As testimony 
in the Sam Sheppard civil trial 
closed in on handyman Richard 
Eberling, the term “serial killer” 
was added to the list of items 
jurors may have to ponder in the 
wrongful imprisonment case. 

The term came out in testimo- 
ny by Don Lowers, retired chair- 
man of AMSEC Internatiomd - a 
Virginia investigations firm that 
helped the Sheppard team pur- 
' sue leads that were said to be 
ignored in the 1954 murder of 
Marilyn Sheppard. 

Lowers said he was using a 
book that listed profiles on serial 
killers to compare to what he. 
had learned about Eberling. 

His answer came on re-direct 
examination by Sheppard attor- 
ney Terry Gilbert after Assistant 
County Prosecutor Steve Dever 
pressed Lowers to explain' how 
he had compiled his voluminous 
report on the Sheppard case. 

Lowers dismissed suggestions 
by the state chat his firm had 
become interested in the 
Sheppard case for financial rea- 
sons. Lowers said the firm had 
been paid only $15,000 since 
1993 - an amount that he said 
didn’t come close to covering 
costs. 

He said he felt sorry for the 
family and wanted to help Sam 
Reese Sheppard in his quest to 
dear his father’s name. 

“I advised Sam that we would 
look at all the evidence,” Lowers 
said, noting that it could possibly 
implicate iris father. 

“1 think that was pretty well 
, understood,"- Lowers said. “And 
' Sam Sheppard said that was 
fine.” 

Lowers was the second of three 
'witnesses heard Thursday - all 
of whom focused on Eberling, 
the. man who at the time of the 
famous beating death had been 
employed by the Sheppards to 
wash and change their storm 
windows. 

Roberta King, executive direc- 
tor of the Children’s Aid Sodety, 
testified briefly that records 
from her 168-year-old facility for 
emotionally disturbed children 
show Eberling - then known as 
Richard Leonardic - was housed 


there in 1939. .' 

Twenty years later, when he 
was arrested in 1959 for steolln) 
valuables from the homes of hft 
clients, Eberling told police he 
had cut his hand and dripped 
blood through the Shepparfl . 
home days before the murder. * .

And he has fought hard to keep 
information on Eberling out of 
the, trial, saying there is no proof 
that Eb^ling - who died in l^fi 
- was a serial killer or that he had 
anything to do with Martlyp 
Sheppard’s murder. . • 

At the outset of the triaf.

HONOLULU (AP) - As a 
Colorado law student in the 
1980s, Edward Ayau hoped to use 
what he learned about American 
Indian tribal governments to 
. improve the lives of fellow Native 
Hawoiians in his home islands. 

He didn’t know his le^ career 
would focus more on the dead 
than the living. 

For the past decade, Ayaii has 
been a key figure in a campaign 
that has returned 5,000 sets of 
ancestral Hawaiian remains from 
some of the nation's most presti- 
gious museums and schools, 
including the Smithsonian 
Institution, New- York's American 
Museum of Natural History, 
Chicago’s Field Museum of 
Natural History and several Ivy 
League schools. 

“It is our “kuleana,’ our respon- 
sibility as living descendants,” he 
said. “We don't have to know 
these people. What we have to 
know is that they are'Hawaiions 
and they have been disturbed, 

. and it's -our duty to take care of 
them. 


“That’s the nature of aloha.” 

Now, other indigenous Pacific 
Islanders, including the 
Chamorros of Guam and the 
Northern Mariana Islands, are 
following that example arid 
launching similar repatriation 
efforts. 

The vehicle is the 1990 Native 
American Graves Protection and 
Repatriation Act. The law allows 
American Indians, Alaska 
Natives and Native Hawaiions to 
repossess human remains and 
cultural property from U.S. 
museums and the federal govern- 
ment. 

On the mainland, five Pacific 
Northwest Indian tribes are 
using the law to claim the bones 
and skeletal fragments of the 
9,000-year-oId Kennewick Man, 
whose remains were found in the 
'shallows of the Columbia River 
in 1996. 

In Hawaii, the law has fueled 
the Native Hawaiian sovereignty 
movement, the 36-ycar-oId Ayau 
said. 

Removing bones from burial ' 


sites “robs the living of the 
'mana' of their ancestors - the 
spiritual essence of their people 
which goes to. the very heart of 
their identity,” he said. “How t;an 
you expect people to stand toll 
when their foundation has been 
eroded?" 

Repatriation efforts began 
after the 1988 unearthing'of 
more chan 1,000 Native Hawaiian 
remains ^ developers of a luxu- 
ry reson in Kapalua, Maui, abejut 
80 miles east of Honolulu. 

Archaeologists said the 
remains appeared to have been 
buried over the'eourse of 1,000. 
years, ending about the time of 
Capt. James.Cook’s 1778 arrival 
in tile islands. 

“Imagine if 1,000 remains got 
dug out of Punchbowl (the 
National Memorial Cemetery of 
the Pacific in Honolulu),” Ayau 
said. “Whoever did it would go to 
prisori.” 

After protests, the state paid 
Kapalua Land Co. $6 million to 
restore the burial ground and 
move the r^rt inland.

OZAMIS, Philippines (AP) - A 
series of bombings aboard Super 
Five Express bu.scs in the south- 
ern Philippines has left at least 
41 people dead in one of the 
country’s worst attacks against 
civilians, officials stiid Saturday. 

More than 4S people were 
injured and in hospitals Saturday, 
many of them in critical condi- 
tion, having suffered liiird degree 
burns on 60-80 percent of their 
bodies, said Mayor Benjamin 
Fueme.s. who is also a doctor. 

Suggesting a link between the 
bombings-, Army Brig. Gen. 
Narciso Abayu said all three 
buses were owned by the compa- 
ny, Super Five Express. 

“It was the second biggest ter- 
rorist attack against civilians so 
far,” Ahayn said, without naming 
the group he suspected wa.s 
responsible. “They are targeting 
innocent and helpless civilians." 

No group lias admitted respon- 
sibility for the attacks. But suspi- 
cion fell on suspected Mu.slim 
separatist rebels in Lanao del

The grisly television footage, 
provided by the German station 
N-24, showed a pile of male bod- 
ies in a pit, their legs bound in 
wire.

HAVANA (AP) - A political 
activist arrested for hanging 
three Cuban flags upside down in 
a sign of protest faces up to seven 
years in prison for dishonoring 
patriotic ^mbols. 

Dr. Oscar Elias Bisect admitted 
the flags were hung upside down 
at his home, but said patriots 
throughout Cuban history have 
used such action as a sign of civil 
disobedience. “In no moment was 
there an intention to dishonor 
national symbols,’’ Bisect told a 
thrcc-mcmbcr tribunal during his 
trial Friday. "I respect those sym- 
bols. I am Cuban.” 

In the Cuban court system, sen- 
tences arc issued within a week 
or two of a trial. 

Bisect testified tliat he became 
an activist after protesting late- 
term abortions at a government 
hospital where he worked. He 
eventually was fired. 

Although the flag protest had 
nothing to do with Biscct’s anti- 
abortion stance, his opposition 
to the communist government’s 
public health policies allowing 
abortion on demand has been a 
constant theme in interviews 
and in demonstrations calling 
for freedom of expression and 
the release of political prison- 
ers. 

He and his supporters have 
enraged the government on sev- 
eral occasions with protest signs 
reading “Child Murderers," a 
declaration largely misunder- 
stood in a country where abor- 
tion is extremely common and 
carries virtually no social stig-

Visitors' speak a 'Babel of 
tongues at distracting volume. 
The Catherine Plaza hotel has a 
pool and a fountain that throws 
precious water into the desert 
wind. A shop called Bazar Moses 
-offers graven images, cheap 
kitsch made in ^ia. 

But Archbishop, Damionos, 
superior of St. Catherine who 
has spent 40 years contemplat- 
ing the holy summit, said in an 
interview that the papal visit 
would refresh thc ancient spirit 
of sanctity. 

■ “The pope has come to this 
place made holy so many years 
ago and with modem communica- 
tions he will spread from here his 
. message of peace around the 
world,” he said. 

The Book of Exodus says God 
gave Moses the commandments 


atop Mount Sinai, but sticklers 
for fact ar gu e that no one can be 
certain of the mountain’s loca- 
tion. 

For millennia, Jewish leaders 
have focused less ottention on 
die location of Mount Sinai than 
on the meaning of What tran- 
spired there. 

Long tradition holds that this is 
the place. Those who ascend the 
nearly vertical paths up the 
brooding and mysterious rock - 
the devout and curious alike - 
witness a mystical power few can . 
describe. 

Only fierce resistance from 
Archbishop Damianos a decade 
ago stopped a government pro- 
ject to run a cable car up Mount .

“The Egyptians ... seem ready

The golden calves can slide up 
and down Mount Sinai and show 
God who won.” 

In the monastery’s olive 
orchard on Saturday, such tempo-

Jerome has real need for new school 


T om Brokaw’s book, “The 
Greatest Generation,” is a 
wonderful story about my 
parent’s generation and 
their unselfish giving to 
America. In reading it, I could not help 
’ but marvel at.the many other things 
that were accomplished by this genera- 
tion .of the Depression and World War 
n; So many of these things have helped 
my generation, called the Boomers,, 
and the latest generation, called 
, Generation X, to have the things that 
we so often take for granted. Some of 
the most obvious ones include: schools, 
airports, churches, roads, water sys- 
tems, sewer systems, fire and police 
departments and telephone systems. 
They put satellites in the sky and have ~ 
allowed America to regain supremacy 
within the^modem world.jThey weath- 
ered a Depression, deeper than any; 
tiling that I have ever known; and then, 
in those lost years of the Depression, 
moved into the World' War to fight in 
Europe and Asia in order to preserve 
our own freedom and to help others 
gain theirs. They left good-paying jobs ' 
to>join the Army; they left young 
brides at home. They returned home 
from four long years of battle without 
any guarantees or financial security. 

The Greatest Generation never com- 
plained. 

The obligation for building a strong 
society belongs to all of us. It would be 
nice if it could be delegated to only the 
young or only the old or only the new 
citizens or only the affluent - but it 
can’t. It belongs to you and me, to ail of_., 
us. It goes beyond watching television 
and commenting on the things we like 
or dislike; it goes beyond giving to a 
charity at Christmas; it goes beyond 
writing letters of complaint or compli- 
ment to the editor of the local newspa- 
per. We build for the future - we build 
for our posterity. We sometimes have 
to bite the bullet, as did the Greatest 
Generation, to allow our society to con- 
tinue to prosper. 

Today many of those buildings, 
which were built in the first 60 years of

District is once again appealing to the 
voters in this district for a new middle 
school for our children. I have heard 
the negative comments such as, “We 
don’t need it.” Or “It costs too much.” - 
Or “They don't take care of what they 
have.” /Md my favorite, “If they can’t 
win a state championship, they don't ' .■ 
need another new building.” 

As principal of Jerome High School, I 
can readily assure you that we 'do need 
room. We have 930 students in a space 
meant for €00 students. Yes, the new ' 
addition wUl hclp, but the cafeteria 
and halls still hold only 600 students; 
the gymnasium is meant for a class of 
30-50, but wc have about 90 in it each 
doss period. The various teams (four 
separate basketball teams, drill team, 
cheerleaders) start' practice at 6 a.m. 
and the gym empties at about 10 p.m. 
most days. The music room was built 
..for a dass of 60 - tliere ore 90 in the 
band and similar numbers In our choir. - 
Some teachers work out of closets and 
some have movable carts to help them 
organize their dosses. There are two . 
sets of bathrooms for 930 students. 

As for the costs, I, as well as the 
board of trustees, wish that Jerome 
County taxes were lower; we .wish that, 
wc could wave a magic wand and we 
would have a new building with no cost 
to the .taxpayers. But, it doesn’t work 
that way. In order for Jerome to grow 
and to become a more prosperous com- 
munity, we must look at this cost as an 
investment - an investment in the 
future - in our children. The Greatest 
Generation invested in us; now it is our 
turn to invest in the future, our chil- 
dren, the leaders of tomorrow. The 
Jerome School District is prudent with 
its money and will continue to be. 


There is only one sure thing - and that 
is that the need for a new facility will ' 
still be there and the cost of a new 
facility will rise. 

One of my mother’s favorite sayings ' ' 
is that “It is cheaper to build schools 
, than jails.” The taxes we pay will pro- ; * 
Vide us with some new prisons, but 
they do no't provide for the construc- 
tion of new schools, and that is not 
going to change. For a new school, the ‘ 
board of trustees must go directly to 
the voters. While a new school may not' ' 
keep any particular student in school, ' 
it is certain that less crowded condl-. .* 
tions will.allow a better environment, - 
n>r>re conducive to learning.

Conger told the 
“Multimillionaire” audience that if an 
ex-boyfriend invited her to “an inno- 
cent lunch,” she wouldn’t go if she

jealous. 

A properly dutiful wife obviously 
can’t be too independent or strong. 
Conger’s biggest pet peeve is spiders. ' 
Although she’s a registered nurse, she 
passed out the first time she drew 
blood from a patient. -And even 
' though she has Persian Gulf war mili- 
tary experience - adding a frisson of 
masculine mystery to her curriculum 
vitae - she diminished this achieve- 
ment by relating that she was so ner- 
vous in-basic training that she . .

When you buy Idaho lottery 
scratch tickets, do you notice the 
overall odds of the game in gninii 
print in the bottom comer? Have 
you ever 'stopped to think about . 
what those odds mean? 

If the printed odds ofyour 
scratch game ore “1:3.65” and 
you believe that meons'tbat, in 
the long nm, for every 3.65 
scratch tickets you buy, one will 
be a winner, you would be mis- 
taken. 

• Actually, the “1:3.65” notation 
means that there are 3.65 losing 
tickets for every winning ticket. 

In other words, in the long nm, 
yoti will need to buy 4.65 scratch 
tickets to find that one winning 
ticket, not 3.65. 

I have sent several e-mails to 
the Idaho Lottery and they con- 
firm that this description b con- 
sistent with what their actual 
odds are. They also believe that 
the vast majority of Idahoans are

see no need to clarify it.

Free or reduced lunch- 
es are a district’s measure of students in 
poverty. 

“It’s a hard-foiight battle, but we’re 
making some progress,” he said.

The U.S. Census Bureau is 
offering jobs for people in their 
local areas. The jobs pay S9.2S 
an hour and 32 1/2 cents per 
mile, said Patti Sherlock, 
recruitment supervisor in the 
Idaho Falls census office.

Burley works on waste treatment remedies 


City nins on borrowed 
time as it searches for a 
permanent solution

BURLEY - City officials say Burley's 
waste treatment plant fades in and out of 
complionce.ond it’s ill-equipped to han- 
dle the waste from the heavy industry 
the dty hopes to attract. 

But the question has always been: 
When will it get fixed? 

It isn’t ea^ knowing what the future 
needs of the dty will be in .terms of waste 
treatment; .City Administrator Mark 
Mitton told the -City Council on 
Wednesday. .The ■“road map” the city 
needs will cost anywhere from $66,000 to 
$135,000. The en^ecring study is neces- 
sary “to study the whole breadth of what 
the future might be” and must be com- 
pleted if the dty hopes to secure any 
grants for the project, Mitton said. 

The city approved $110,000 in this ' 
year’s budget for such a study. Part of 
the study examine how to integrate 
the new into the old, such as the 14 acres 
of dty property adjacent to the dry’s pre-

sent Site, Mitton said. The dty is hoping 
ta get a new plant within the next few 
years. 

One thing that's mrtain is there are 


problems at the plant. Total ammonia 
levels measured as nitrates exceeded 
standards in June, July and September, 
and also in November and December 


1998, said Rob Grandinetti, a compliance 
specialist in'the Environmental 
Protection Agents Seattle office. ‘ 

While not a go^ thing, the levels have 
never reached egregious levels, and 
Burley has never violated more than one 
parameter in a month, Grandinetti said. 
And the violations have never been so 
significant to merit a warning, let alone a 
penalty, he said. 

Last summer, the plant informed the 
EPA it was trying to find ways to 
upgrade the system to take care of those 
violations, Grandinetti said. 

But Che dty knows it’s only running on 
borrowed time. 

“The EPA is not goina to sit. there very 
much longer and let us get away with it,” 
said Rod Smith, n;ianager of Burley’s 
waste treatment plant. 

Although the dty’s been looking for 
_-_temporary remedies until it can find a_ 
permanent solution, only recently did it 
come upon an option it could pursue. 
Smith said. About a month ago, the dty 
discovered it could lease or purchase 
equipment that can “scrub” the ammo- 
nia and some heavy metals out of water. 
Smith said. He sold the dty recently sent 
water samples to the company to be ana- 
lyzed. , 

Ac one time the dty considered chum-

“Our plans' are to ship,” WIPP 
spokesman Dennis Hunt said 
Friday night in Ct ul ^bad. 

Hancock’s group can sue if it 


wants, Hunt said. 

The facility also stores waste 
from the Idaho National 
En^eering and Environmental 
Laboratory. 

Asked if the waste would be a 
mixture of hazardous chemical 
and radioactive wastes, over 
which the state as^rts jurisdic- 
don, Hunt said: “At this point, it 
would be a non-mixed shipment” 

The state has no jurisdiedon 
over unmixed radioaedve waste, 
but claims under a state permit 


that it has the right to be shown 
proof that waste is free of haz- 
ardous chemicals. A DOE lawsuit 
challenging the* legality of the 
permit is pending 

Hancock said late Friday that ‘ 
if the Rocky Flats shipment is 
indeed unmixed waste - and 
DOE can prove it - “then it’s 
extremely likely that we would 
not sue them.” 

But he said: “DOE has got to 
document what it is they are 
doing”

Air ambulance services 
take up sides over bill 


. BOISE (AP) - The 
city’s two air ambu- 
lance ser\’ices are fight- 
ing it out in the 
Legislature over a bill- 
that svould give the state control 
over svhich company sends heli- 
copters to transport patients to 
local ho.spltals. 

Representatives from Saint 
Alphonsus Regional Medical 
Center’s Life Fli^t and the new 
Access Air Ambulance are cry- 
ing to n^odate on agreement to 
avert a legislative heaHng on the 
eir ambulance issue that is set 
for Monday. 

The stakes are significant. 

Saint Al’s .was the Boise 
'.Valley’s lone air ambulance 
provider for 14 years'until Jim 
Hutchens created his service at 
the Boise airport last year. 
Senate State Affairs Committee 
Chair Sheila Sorensen, R-Boise, 
introduced the bill on behalf of 
Hutchens, .while prominent leg- 
islative lobbyist Roy Eiguren is 
figiuing Sorensen’s bill on behalf 
of Saint Al’s and Life Flight. 

Sorensen's bill would require 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare’s State Emergency 
Medical Communications Center 
to dispatch medical service air- 
craft. 

Today, county sheriffs and oth- 
ers responding to medical omcr-. 
gcndcs routinely call Life Flight, 
which average.s about 8S0 calls 
for its helicopters each year. 

As the Boise Valley grows, 
however, the demand for the 
expensive services is increasing. 
And that is wha( led Hutchens to ■ 
create his business last fall.

Wolves were reintroduced to 
central Idaho in. 1995 and 1996 
and have thrived since then. 
About 10 packs totaling 168 
wolves roam between the 
Stanley Basin to the south and 
the north forks of the Clearwater 
River Basin to the north. 

A court order that would have 
removed wolves from Idaho and 
Yellowstone National Park was 
. overturned by the 10th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Januaiy.-Biolo^ts from the U.S. 


Fish and Wildlife Service and the 
Nez Perce Tribe, which is over- 
seeing wolf recovery in the state, 
hope to remove wolves from the ■ 
endangered species list in the 
next fw years. 

But that will not happen until 
' Idaho and the tribe develop a 
plan to manage wolves that will 
keep them from becoming 
threatened or endangered in the 
future.

Minico’s Jesus Tamayo (119' 
pounds) and K.C. Uscola (160), 
along with Declo’s Lance 
Osterhout (275) and Kimberly’s 
Casey Gambrel. (140), accounted 
for the Magic Valley's four state 
championships at the Class A-1, 
A*2 and A-3 state wrestling tour- 
naments at Holt Arena.

While 30 local wrestlers placed 
in the top six ond 10 placed in 
the top three, the ihre^ay tour- 
nament was dominated by east- 
ern Idaho wrestlers.

Was MeSorley’s swing a statement?

The phone call was a Christmas 
Day tradition on the McSorlcy 
farm in Cayuga, Ontario, one as 
predictable as Santa’s visit or the 
ritual of opening pre.sems in a 
family with nine children. 

The amhuriiies would ask Mom 
and Pop MeSurley to pick up all 
or some of their six sons at the 
local hockey rink. Seems they had 
broken in to play, and there was 
blood on the icc. Lots of blood. 

Marty MeSorley, not always 
the instigator but usually the one 
in the middle of the MeSorley 
mayhem, would calm his mother 
''by saying, “No big deal. It was 
just us.” 

That was the trouble with one 
of the ugliest acts of violence in 
hockey in years. Marty MeSorley 
was just b^ng Marty McSorlcy. 
And, in the minds of Mmc, hock- . 
ey was just being hockey. 

The Boston defenseman’s blow 
not only left Donald Brnshcar 
with a concussion, it staggered a 
sport that has sp^t years trying 
to clean up its image. It could, 
very well Iw that ho^ey, where 
violence always walks a danger- 
ously thin line between accep- 
tance and abhorrence, becomes

“I would never let him play 
again,” Georges Laraque of the 
Edmonton Oilers said of 
McSorlcy, who prcviou.sly had a 
league-wide reputation of being a 
tougli but decent-enough guy. 

But in the only major profe.s- 
sional contact spurt where ath- 
letes carry what can he a lethal 
weapon, what constitutes cross- 
ing the line? 

MeSorley’s attack miglit have, 
but many in tlie game believe 
Matt Johnson’s back-of-thc-head 
blow two years ago to Jeff 
Beukeboom was equally despica- 
ble.

Guarraga’s best years come in 
his mid-to-late 30s, when most 
'players begin to sm their pcrfo^ 
'mance wane. Two years ago, he 
Showed that his oiiensive num* 
hers were not a product of the 
'thin air of Coors Field, hitting' 
'.305 with 44 homers and 121 
RBIs after signing with the 
Braves. 

The first signs of trouble - 
Showed up coward the end of 
,1998. Galarraga’s back began 
hurting late in the season, and 
the pain persisted once he 
•returned home to West Palm 
.Beach. 

.. Shortly before the start of 


spring training a year ago, with 
his back still aching, Galarraga 
saw a doctor. The diagnosis was 
staggering: a cancerous tumor 
had invaded a lower vertebrae. 

His father, Frand.sco, had died 
of poncreadc'canccr seven years 
earlier while Galarraga was on 
his way to spring training with 
the Cardinals. The, son couldn’t 
help but wonder; if he faced the 
same fate. 

.Fortunately, the disease was 
: treatable. Unfortunately, Galar- . 
raga’s season was throu^ before 
it even startcd.-Hc would need 
four months of chemotherapy, 
followed by a month of radiation. 

Chemo was jJic v^orsx, especial- 
ly at first, as Galarraga’s body 
struggled to cop'e .with the 
inevitable, nauseating sickness. 
Then, as the-ohcc sculpted body 
began to take on some 35 extra 
pounds, he had to deal witli a dif- 
ferent side effect. 

“I was retaining a lot of liquid 
and I couldn’t do anytliing but sit 
around,” Galorraga.^d. “It made 
me a li^e crazy to look in tlic mir- ' 
ror. My pants began to get dglic. 
That was very hard to dem with. 

“But family made it cosier. Hicy 
told me, 'No matter how ,big you 
get;,^ we’ll always love you.’ Don’t. . 
wonry about it. Just get better.’” 

Galarraga wasn’t able to run or 
lift heavy weights until he 
arrived at spring training'on Feb. 
17. Doctors wanted the bone in 
his back to heal as mucii as possi- 
ble witliout unnecessary jarring. 

Still, the first baseman man- 
aged to report at about 250 
pounds, just five pounds above his 
normal playing weight. Using 
lifter wei^ts and more repeti- 


tion, he bulked up in the chest 
and arms,' evidenced by shirts 
stretched-by liis baling muscles. 
He tires out faster than before," 
but otherwise looks like any other 
player getting ready for the sea- 
son. He isn’t. 

Cancer, Galarraga said, . “made 
me a stronger person. Everything 
I went through last year made me 
stronger. It made me' fnore posi- 
tive. It made me enjoy life more, 
enjoy the' game more, enjoy my 
family more. It’s like another 
opportunity, another chance to 
stay alive;” 

The Braves, who reached the 
World Scries without Galarraga, 
wonder how strong they’ll be 
with him on the team. 

“Probably.the thing that uplifts 
this leant, die' most is that guy out 
there,” 'said National Lcague 
MVP Chipper Jones, motioning, 
toward Galarraga. ' “He’s a , 

- tremendous talent. He’s got a 
great personality. He’s a great-, 
guy to have on the ballclub. He 
doesn't even have to play all the 
timo. Just having him around is 
asset enough.” . ^ 

. Manager Bobby Cox has 
enough talent at his disposal to 
e.ase the burden on Galarraga. . 
Jones is one of the best hiRers In 
.the ^ame. Brian Jordon ably filled 
the cleanup role last season with 
23 homers and a carec^high 115 
RBIs. The Braves also have Javy

: -SALT LAKE CnY(AP),- Never 
mind who’s going to win gold in 
the downhill. As far as Olympic 
organizers are concerned, the most 
imponont forecast will come from 
the National Weather Service. 

Utah’s balmy February muddied 
parking lots at some ski resorts 
and -raised concerns there might 
be little snow in rhe Wasatch 
Mountains when the Winter 
Olympics are staged Feb. 8-24, 
2002. 

It’s way too early to make pre- 
dictions, but Olympic organizers 
are quick to insist theyTl meet vin 
tuallyany meteorological chal- 
lenge. 

“The bottom line is we have to 
do these events, and we'll do 
everything we can,” said Cathy 
''Priestner AHinger, managing' 
director of sports for ^e Salt Lake 
Organizing Committee. 

*rhat means trucking.’in snow 
from distant mountains, if neces- 
sary, and using helicopters to 
dump it on barren ski slopes. 

It also means shuffling schedules 
to pusii races back a day or two, if 
necessary. Under one scenario,, 
organizers might even move 
events from one Utah mountain to 
another. • ' . 

“If there was no snow to be 
found, we’d be in big trouble,” 
Priesmer Allinger said. 

There’s one thing Olympic orga- 
nizers will need that only Mother 
Nature can provide. If tempera- 
tures don’t dip into the 30s or 
lower, at least overnight, snow- 
making equipment will te usdess.

Several years ago, health- 
' care experts predicted that pl^ 
ferred-provider organizacioAs, 

. commonly called PPOs, would 
be'extinctby20D0. . 

How wrong they were. 

Buoyed by a consumer back- 
lash against health mainte- 
nance organizations, less- 
restrictive PPOs arc posting 
their biggest membership 
increases in a decade. Between 
1997 and 1998, PPO enrollment 
jumped more than 10 percent 
to 98.3 million Americans. 

The PPO influx can largely 
be explained by consumers 
wanting more choice in th^r 
medical care, as well as a nar- 
rowing gap between PPO ahd 
HMO premiums. The tight 
labor market has also forced 
companies to spend more 
money on benefits to attract 
and retain workers. ! 

“Ihere were a lot of people 
who saw PPOs as a transitional 
stage in health insurance,” said 
Margaret O'Kane, president of 
the National Committee for 
Quality Assurance,' whidh 
accredits HMOs. “But many 'of 
us have been wrong in the past 
about our projections. 

'• “We didn’t expect PPOs to be ' 

■ bigger than HMOs, but that’s 
where they currently are." ' • 

While HMOs and PPOs grew 
hand in hand throughout the 
mid-1990s r at the expense of 
traditional fee-fdlr>8ervice insur- 
ance - PpOs are now stealing 
mem.bbrs away from health 
maintenance organizations. 

PPO membership handily tops 
the 79 million enrollees in 
HMOs. 

' “People see PPOs as the 
kindler, gentler side of man- 
aged'care,” said Bill Hole, pres- 
ident of Beech Street Con).; a I 

PPO with more than IS million 
members nationwide. \ 

Added Mark Weinberg, pri^ 
ident of 2.1 million-member 
UniCare: “As tong- as 

Americans are Uterally.ii^am- 
ing at the top^of thcirlungs 
that they should have a mu& 
more significant say in their 
health care, I think it is going 
to be very hard for iis...to corral 
people into these very narrow, 
very constrained HMOs.” 

At Dallas-based Southwest 
Airlines, 55 percent of employ- 
ees select a PPO and 37 per- 
'cent choose an HMO. The core 
HMO membership lives in 
California, where managed 
care has been a mainstay for 
decades, while the core PPO 
member^p lives in the central 
United States. 


Biotechnology grabs spotlight at Idaho Ag Summit 2000 


BOISE - When VaJ Giddings 
peers through the fog of 
rhetoric, he secs biotechnology 
as the future for agriculture. 

It’s a view the vice president 
of Food and Agriculture for BIO 
holds to, despite gloomy talk 
swirling around the Midwest ' 
that predicts a huge drop in 
acreage planted to genetically- 
modified soybean and com vari- 
eties this spring.' 

Giddings believes farthers are 
adopting biotcchnologyac a rate 
unrivaled since hybrid seed 
corn gained acceptance' in the 
early 1940s. 

He is even predicting an 
increase in acreage planted to 
transgenic soybeans of 1 per- 
cent to 2 percent in 2000, and 
perhaps as high as 10 percent. 
That’s due to a premium of up 
CO 85 cents a bushel that some 
buyers have been willing to pay 
for Round-up Ready soybeans. 
Round-up Ready soybeans 
proved to have the consistent 
quality and weed-free nature 
that some processors demand. 

Despite the declarations of 
large food companies such as 
Gerber vowing not to use genet- 
ically-modified crops, Giddings 
calls the s^bean prentium “the 
only consistent market signal 
that’s been sent over the last 
year.”

“We’re out there right now. 
collecting data, trying to ascer- 
tain damage to the industry,” he 
said, adding that PGI is looking 
into a class-action suit on behalf 
of growers. 

'Trouble is, he said, “it’s one 
thing to be damaged; it’s anoth- 
er thing to prove large damages

In addition, there ore compli- 
catiniis, he said.-Growers who 
sold to shippers can’t make a 
claim because they didn’t own 
the potatoes at the time of the 
offense, and most growers 
under consi^m'ent didn’t keep 
very good records. Sheds that 
were downgraded often tried to 
conipensate for the loss in ways 
that would have altered their 


file on the downgraded loads. 

Sugar beet growers bear 
the brunt of NAFTA looiihale 

Unfortunately, “ethical” and 
“legal” don’t always mean the 
same, and American sugar beet 
growers are be^ reminded of 
that as Canadians ship more 
than 125,000 short tons of sugar 
into the United States - above 
the quota the two countries 
agreed upon in the North 
American Free Trade 


Agreement. 

“We feel it is unfair that 
Canada Is using a loophole in 
the law to bring s^dr into the 
country that is out^e the tradi- 
tional sugar quota.” said Mark 
Duffin, executive director of the 
Idaho Sugar Beet Growers 
Association. 

Duffin explained that in 1995 
the Canadians asked U.S. 
Customs to accept a product 
known as “stuffed molasseS” 
into the United States. T)jie . 
product - refined sugar with 
molasses syrup added to it - is 
not refined sugar, technically, 
until the molasses is removed. 
The molasses is removed after it 
comes into the United States, 
when Heartland, the company 
making. and importing stuffed 
molasses,, uses a centrifuge 
method to spin the molasses 
back out before the sugar is sold 
to. industrial users here in the 
States. 

In June 1999, U.S. Customs 
issued a notice that the stuffed 
molasses would be reclassified 
and would no longer be permit- 
ted to enter the United Sta(^ 
outside the U.S. sugar import 
quota, but Heartland fought ue 
ruling in a New York appeals 
court and won. According to the 
New York judge, Customs 
action was “arbitrary, capri- 
cious, and an abuse of discr,e- 
tion,"

Safeguarding the store 

Claudia Reese is one local 
' store proprietor who rarely sell* 
antiques through Web auctions - 
% and not because she hasn’t real- 
ized the power of the Internet. 

“We want to keep our cus- 
tomers happy and our store with 
a good reputation,” sold Ree», 
co-owner of Second Time Around 
in Twin Falls. 

The way to do that? Reese and 
her husband try hard to keep as 
many items as possible on the ' 
shelves to be available for their 
regular clientele - instead of 
online buyers with fat wallets in 
far-off places. 

“It’s been a concern in the 
store, obviously,” she said. 

A few of the 15 independent 
dealers with booth space at 
Second Time Around do use 
eBay to move some merchandise. 
But Reese is grateful that most of 
them don’L 

The store is popular with local 
shoppers, a recent poll said, and • 
“all my dealers work very hard 
to keep that reputation up,” she 
said. Though Intemet auctions 
often bring more money, her 
dealers mostly choose to stock 
the store. 

Reese advocates using the 
Intemet as a tool to get flesh-and- 
blood buyers in the door. 

Her store’s Web site advertises 
a few items from the store, posts 
sale information and gives direc- 
tions and hours. 

And Reese said she logs onto 
eBay all the time to see what 
buyers actually paid for a partic- 
ular kind of antieme - su(^ os a 
Scottie-dog cookie jar, a 1940s 


flying-tiger cigarette case or a 
German bisque doll. 

Price-guide books con drive a 
dealer nuts, she said, but even if 
the item appears to be rare, an 
eBay transaction search usually 
yields an indication of the cur- 
rent market It’s a tool she uses 
to help her dealers determine 
fair prices for the store’s cus- 
tomers. 

And, she said, occasionally 
there is on item that sics unsold 
in Twin Falls for two years arid 
should go the Internet for a 
wider market. 

But don’t get caught in the Net, 
she cautions. 

Dealers in many areas of the 
country And it more convenient 
to sit at home and put their 
items on eBay, Reese said. And 
she hears chat stores in bigger 
cities are dying because the 
choice antiques never moke it' to 
their shelves. 

But Intemet auctions aren’t a 
threat to Magic Valley antique 
stores as long as they ni alnraln 
good personal contact and a 
mendly, clean environment, she 
said. If you run your shop right 
and use the Intemet as a tool, 
“you can stay in business forev- 


Limitations online . 

Idler’s q>nversations.with his 
local counterparts, and his obser: 
vations of the industryl convince 
him it’s getting harder to find 
people who would rather open 
antiques stores than stick to 
Internet sales. 

A computer is less overhead 
cost than store space and 


staffing, and Internet auctions 
offer the all-important global 
market, he said. Goodfellows has 
shipped perfume bottles to Italy 
and Germany and earrings to 
England. 

'Yet he is also convinced the 
Twin Foils area will be able to 
sustain its antique scores, and 
chose shops still will offer 
attractive merchandise, Myler 
said. 

The reason? Certain items are 
a hard sell on the Intemet. 

People out there still want to 
see and handle items beforb they 
buy. Buyers of glassware, in par- 
ticular, wont to sec its condition 
and feel for bumps, cracks and 
chips. Myler said. 

ijugc, heavy or especially frag- 
ile items aren’t great candidates 
for online auctions. 

A marble clock in Myleris store 
weighs about 30 pounds and 
would cost an eighth of its price 
to ship. It’s so delicate that he 
fears upping would damage the 
movement mechanism. 

And, “you can’t sell a dining 
room table on the Intemet very 
well,” he said, “because shipping 
u going to kill you.”

WHEN DUE 




Question: I haveanemploseewhoonly 
worked for me for two weth and then quit. 
She showed up the next day and demanded 
her check. When do I have to pay her? 




Answer In Idaho, you have to pay her either on the next regularly scheduled 
payday or within ten (10) days after she left, whichever comes first. If she 
maku a written demand for her wages, you have to pay her within 48 hours 
after receiving that demand, excluding weekends and holidays. ' 


Incidentally, an employer^ failure to pay wages when due can result in severe 
penalties. If you do not pay on time, the law provides that the employee can 
continue to collect wages, even if she is not working, for up to IS days or until 
she is paid in full. If the employee has to file a lawsuit to collect her wages, 
she can recover three times the wages due plus costs and attomey!s fees. 


Hie law strictly protects the right of employees to receive their wages in a 
timely fashion. ■ .

BOISE « In the middle of the 
afternoon, the Basque Center is 
quiet. • ' 

Julian Lete, bar manager and 
Basque, pours coffee for a couple 
of customers while he chats 
about his family’s background. 

. “With any culture, a cultural 
identity is important about who 
you are," Lete said. “For 
instance, the first language -I 
learned at home was Basque. I 
didn’t speak a wbrd of English 
when I went into first grade. It 
nukes a difference." 

Lete manages the bar at the 
Basque Center - part bar, part 
cultural center in the middle of 
downtown Boise. The center, 
when joined by the Basque muse- 
um and handball court next door, 
offers any visitor insist not only 


' into the history of Idaho’s capital 
dty, but into a close- knit Basque 
culture as well. 

Lete said Boise and its sur- 
rounding area is home to the ^ 
largest concentration of Basques 
outside the Pyrenees Mountains 
in Spain and France-which they 
claim os homeland. Starting at the 
turn of the century to about 30 
yeOR ago, economic troubles sent 
Basque men and women sailing 
into New York City before head- 
ing west where the jobs were. 

. . “There were a lot of large fami- 
lies over there and not a lot of 
opportunity for them to make a 
living,” Lete said. Here, the 
Basque are famous for their suc- 
cess in the sheep business, but in 
the homeland, most worked in 
the fish industry. 

For Lete, the Basque language 
- Euskera - is the essence of 


being Basque. 

Although he has no children, 
he said teaching his future chil- 
dren the language would be a pri- 
ority. When he’s with this 3- 
month-old. nephew and 2-year-old 
niece, Lete makes it a point to, 
speak in the Bo^ue language. 

“It's important to carry on that 
language tradition,” he said. 

Basque tradition is carried on 
throu^out the year in Boise at 
the Basque Center and Museum 
and at annual festival in July 
, when Basques from the homeland 
and all over the country gather in 
Idaho’s capital to speak the lan- 
guage, play joi oJai (a traditional 
Basque ball game), dance and 
feast on solomo (a marinated 
pork loin dish) and chorizos (tra- 
ditional Basque sausage). 

In the meantime, visitors can 
get on eyeful - and increa^gly 


an earful - at the only Basque 
Museum in the United States. 

Anthony Papaneri, a 
Louisianan-tumed-Boisean, took 
time out to explore the museum. 

“The language thing is what 
interested me,” he said. “And the 
fact that it’s mysterious.” 

The museum showcases 
famous Basques, as well as tradi- 
tional Basque entertainment and 
games. 

On one side of the museum, 
paintings by up-and-coming 
Basque artist Kris Moen deck the 
wall. . ^ I . 

Between the museum - sand- 
wiched between Lete’s bar at one 
end of the block and the trendy 
Basque-owned Bar (^emika at the 
other - a tourist to the block has 
a chance to cot good Basque food 
while participating in an integral 
pan of Idaho history.

Lewis and Clark’s journey intrigues engineers, scholars; 


Engineer uses 
high-tech tools to 
follow explorers

BOISE - For 15 summers, Iowa 
State University engineering pro- 
fessor Steve Russell has scram- 
bled along the some forest dead- 
fall and rocky hillsides -that 
Meriwether Lewis and William 
Clark’s Corps of Discovery 
encountered in Idaho’s moun- 
tains two centuries ago. 

But instead of a flintlock rifle 
and trade beads, Russell carries 
state-of-the-art mapping equip- 
ment to pinpoint within several 
feet the actual ground the expe- 
dition crossed as it went west 
over the treacherous Bitterroot 
, Mountains in 1605 to reach the 
Lewiston area and the Nez Perce 
Tribe who acted as Samaritans to 
the starved and weary explorers. 

“The Lolo Trail spans a laiid of 
history, exploration, courage, and 
danger,” Russell said. “It is 
regrettable that we will never be 
able to fully learn about its early 
history we must learn all ^ve 
can tl^ugh our research as well 
as our firsthand experience while 
traveling the trail.” 

While ofher researchers are 
combing other segments of the 
trek, Rijssell is concentrating on 
the.l30jniles from Dillon, Mont., 
to the iflatland northeast of 
Lewiston, where the expedition’s 
dugout- canoe trip down the 
. Clearwoter River began. The 
route is- largely untou^ed from 
the time it served as 'a Nez Perce 
and Solish Flathead thorou^are 
between the salmon runs m the 
_ Idaho headvraters and the bison 
/In Montana. 

It is the route that the Nez 
. Perce under Chief Joseph used to 
escape the U.S. Cavalry in 1877. 

“I think it’s easier to find the 
expedition’s route in the moun-

tains than the river. The river 
course has changed so much. The 
mountainscape doesn’t change,” 
Russell said. He has found mu^ . 
of the eroded trail system now 
hidden by brush and dead trees. 

As Idaho prepares to celebrate 
the bicentennial, the Lewis and 
Clark story is still enticing in its 
lack of some details. 

The two crested Lolo Pass in 
September 1805, then descended 
along the dividing ridge between 
the North and huddle Forks of 
the Qeorwater River until reach- 
ing the Weippe Prairie northeast 
of Lewiston. 

The party underwent a dozen 
days of misery, struggling 
through a September blizzard 
and watching their horses tumble 
off cliffs. They would even resort 
to eating colts to survive.' 


“They weren’t used to moun- 
tains like this," agreed Larry 
Jones, the Idaho state historian 
who recalls being hit with snow 
at Lolo Pass shortly after the 
Labor Day weekend one year. 

Russell wonted to produce an 
accurate map for the Montana cen- 
tennial. But finding the trail and 
its campsites captured his interest. 
The Lewiston native is writing a 
book, “Lewis and dark - ^tween 
the ^vers,” and is holding sum- 
mer yvoritshops in Idaha 

He combines journals and 
crude m'aps, modem topographi- 
cal charts and the Global 
Positioning System technology. 
The electrical engineering profes- 
sor was a pioneer with GK in the 
1970s, working with the initial 
design team on ground equip- 
ment to interpret satellite inf or- ' 


madon. 

But Clark’s expedition journal 
Is his foundation. 

It notes the time of day the 
party set out each day, stopped at 
noon and camped for the 
evening. The steeper and more 
tangled the day’s hike was, the 
less territory they crossed. Even 
the estimated speed of their hors- 
es is factored into Russell’s equa- 
tions.’ 

“I put the expedition Jn ah 
ordered time sequence, produced 
candidate routes, then did field 
studies," he .said. “It was surpris- 
ing how mai^ times I was ri^t. 

Russell said .Clark’s maps “ore 
really quite good for the technol- 
ogy and the time he had to do 
them. But they contain a lot of 
distortion. When going through 
good traveling terrain in the 


Bitterroot Valley, it is quite accu- 
rate. When he gets into the 
mountains and lot of brush, he’s 
overreporting the distance quite 
a bit.” 

Some locations had been 
favored tribal. camping spots for 
. centuries, offering grazing ond 
water for the expedition’s horses. 
One importanc resting place was 
the present-day community of 
’ Kamioh, althou^ a lumber yard 
occupies the trail today. 

“I call them anchor points, 
they’re so well-defined,” Russell 
said. “You can use them as refer- 
ence points along the way. 

“I’ve found no artifacts. 
There’s not the usual beer cans 
left by modem campers," he said. 
“My opinion is there’s no differ- 
ence between how Lewis and 
Clark might camp and how the 
Nez Perce camped. The majority 
of the dues ore just finding char- 
coal from their campfires and 
other things you can’t u$e to dis- 
tinguish between the two.” 

In 1998, Russell made a solo 
journey of the Idaho leg. 

“I hiked in all kinds of weath- 
er, walked in rain and snow^ I 
wanted to add to my perception 
of what they accomplished” 

Some people have even sug- 
gested he ride a horse to get a 
feel for the Corps’ progress when 
they had mounts - before eating 
them. 

“It’s just too dangerous for hors- 
es. The trail in its present state is 
only good for those \rith expert 
horsemanship and a horse with a 
lot of bushwhacking ejq^ence. I 
just think it’s too difficult.” ' 

Russell wants to preserve the 
worn path as a reminder not only 
of the American adventurers but 
also of the andent land bridge 
used by tribes and later miners 
seeking their fortunes. 

“It’s replete with history,” he 
said “People 1 talk to say It is the 
biggest national treasure for 
trails. It far exceeded the 
California Trail, the Nachez 
Trace, the Mormon Trail. We 
have it virtually intact.” 


Black slave

PORTLAND, Ore. - The names 
Lewis and Gark have been brand- 
ed into history, along with 
Sacajawea, the Shoshone woman 
who helped guide their expedidon 
across the unchaned continent. 

How about York? Remember 
him? If not, you’re not alone. 
Practically nobody does, com- 
pared to his owner, Capt. WilliaiQ 
Clark. York was Gark’s propenyi 
a slave. A group of historians 
says York has not been given the 
attention he deserves for his role 
in the Corps of Discovery’s jour- 
ney across America. 

On Saturday, these scholars 
held a conference in Pordond to 
rectify that as the bicentennial of 
the 1803-6 journey nears. - ' 
“This man was one of the most 
famous African-Americans in thd 
early port of the nadon’s history 
and yet hardly anybody knowi 
him,” said James Holmberg^ 
cuxator of special collections at 
the Filson Gub Historical Society 
inLouiiiifQB,Ky. . 

Yorie Is be^eWd to be the first 
African-American to cross the 
American continent Yet there are 
no coins or stomps with his image; 
There is one known statue of 
York, standing on a bluff at the 
University of Portland, where he 
overlooks the long Columbia 
River valley that stretches to the 
Pacific. , :

SPOKANE (AP)- Amember of ' 
•a Gyp^. family has been convia* 
ed of obstructing a police officer 
'and resisting arrest during an 
altercation at a cemetery. 

David Marks was convicted 
'.Friday night after a Spokane 
County District Court-jury delib- 
erated for about two hours. 

The charges stemmed from an 
!. incident last September at Holy 
!; Cross Cemeteiy. 

Several members of the Maries 
; family were paying respects to 
; dead relatives over the Labor Day 
-'weekend. The ritual involves 
' drinking beer and pouring alcohol 
and other items near family mem- 
bers’ graves. 

A Spokane County sheriffs 
deputy responded to a noise com- 
plaint phoned in by an elderly 
woman visiting her husband’s 
grave. When Marks, 29, failed to 


* produce* identification quickly 
enough, Deputy Shawn Hause 
arrest him. Marks resisted, and 
he broke his collarbone when 
Hause took him to the ground. 

Hause was allegedly kicked in 
the face by anothtf hbrks family 
member. 

Eussell Jones, Marks’ attorney, 
said the arrest was unlawful since 
an bpra can of beer is just a civil 
infraction. 

Two other Marks fomily mem- 
bers have been charged in 
Superior Court with assaidt over 
House's injuries. Hause s^d he* 
suffered a cut tongue, chipped 
tooth and bloody nose.

Darrell Millner, a Portland 
State University history professor 
who is speaki^ at the Saturday 
conference, said the story of York 
has not be^ so much ignored as 
shaped to fit each generation’s 
radal biases. 

During Jim Crow segregation 
of the early 20th century, said 
Millner, York was viewed as a 
subservient “Sambo.” 

In more modem times, York is 
, viewed as a “superhero” by some 
- but historians say he is st^ rela- 
tively unknown. 

Sacagawea - who accompanied 
Lewis and Clark with her French 
trapper husband and their child - 
received similar treatment. But 
she was turned into a hero early 
in. the 20th century by the 
women’s suffrage movement. 

And York? 

Recent scholarship shows that 
when the expedition returned to 
St. Louis in 1806, York remained 
a slave after what amounted to 
three years of freedom. 

Clark even threatened to sell 
York, noting he was merely a 
valuable piece of property. 

“Which is a pretty sad com- 
mentary on two men who grew 
up together, and spent so much of 
their lives together,” Holmberg 
said. 

It took nearly a decade after 


Harmon’s employee gave hfm a 
cookie that “appeared white, 
like a sugar cookie, and did not 
smell like peanut butter.”

Certain moments in life are 
unforgettable because of the 
way everything changes from 
that point forward.

Airlines are improving, but still lose bags

. _ As the airport baggage claim 
"'•darouscl revolves, th^ gathering 
of faces hangs mm arid anxious. 

Then a familiar suitcase burps 
out of the chute, and along with it 
. - somebody feels relief. 

But occasionally, your bag takes 
a little side trip wi^out you. 

Not often. "The good news is 
that 98 to 99 percent of baggage 
is delivered without incid^t,’’ 
i'»-said Jim Ruppel, vice president 
of customer relations for 
Southwest Airlines. ‘‘The airlines 
: -Southwest and everybody else - 
! have a good redord." 

But now and then, bad things 
I do happen to good luggage. 

Last month, Adriano Toni of 
t. , Sunnyvale, Calif., awaited his 
. luggage at the Am^can Airlines ' 
i.,. carousel at San Francisco ■ 
International Airport. But when . 
|.,,4he Chute fished dumping lug- 
M- 86S6 ori tile carousel, he Imcw he 
,, was missing one suitcase. 

I The 20-year-oId soccer player, 

■ who plays fof Club Peru in the 
San Francisco Football Soccer 


League, had just returned from 
his native Brazil. 

He says he wasn’t completely 
surprised the bag was missing. 
Last he saw it had been in Dallas, 
when he cleared U.S. customs. At 
that time he noticed the soft- 
sided zippered and locked bag 
had a slit m it. . 

“It was like somebody opened 
it with a knife.” Toni said. 

He managed to get the bag 
taped up and ready to travel the 
rest of the route from Dallas to 
San Francisco. By the time the 
bag was- checked in, it was 15 
minutes before departure time, 
but the American Airlines repre- 
semativc assured it would be 
on the same flight. 

“I think they couldn’t get it on 
the same airplane,” the soft-spo- 
ken young Brazilian explained, 
without rancor in his voice. 

Toni’s missing bag was deliv- 
ered in two days. He thinks only 
. a T-shirt was missing. 

' Airline representatives point to 
reasons your luggage may follow a 
different itinerary than your own. 

One problem area is the same 
path Toni was directed to: Late 
chcck-in of luggage is a JUHUX It cuts 


short the airline’s handling time. 

Southwest’s Ruppel points to 
this trouble spot. “One of the prol> 
Icms with baggage delivery is that 
we just didn’rfuivc time to handle 
it,” he says. “Arrive in a timely 
manner” is one of his top sugges- 
tions for avoiding luggage loss. 

Timely manner is usually 
defined by airlines as two hours 
ahead of flight time for internation- 
al flights, and at least 45 minutes to 
an hour ahead for domestic flights 

To think about the difference 
time could make, consider the 
netherworld of baggage handling. 
There goes your bag through 
those flapping straps - and dori’t 
you just wonder where? 

If you’ve seen the movie “Toy 
Story II,” you’ve got a clue. 
There’s a scene in winch the toys 
are riding co'riveycr belts - some 
. belts go up, some down, some zig . 
this way, some that way. 

“That is what it really looks 
like,” said Andrew Flews, gener- 
al manager of public relations for 
United Airlines. Big hubs like 
Denver International Airport 
have conveyer belts heading 
every which way - carrying lug- 
gage, skis and bikes.

TWIN FALLS — Heard about 
the new math? 

One plus one equals 420,000. 
That’s the way cats do it. One 
female cat and her offspring con 
produce 420,000 cats in seven 
years. 

“There are too many animals 
' and not enough good homes,” 
. said Laurie Simonds, who runs 

• the Twin Falls Animal Shelter. 

That’s why . the Doris Day 
Animal Foundation came up with 
Spay Day USA. 

“Public education is the prima- 
ry reason for Spay Day- USA,” 

• said Richard Alien, a Jerome vet- 
erinarian. “We’ve been partici- 
pating in that for probably three 
or four years." 

Allen’s Jerome Veterinary 
Hospital focuses on educating his 
^ems about the benefits of spay- 
ing and neutering, as well as 
offering die services at a 20 per- 
cent discount to celebrate Spay 
Day USA. 

^gmond Szamo, a Twin F alk 
vet. is going one better to eradi- 
cate the cost factor: His Twin 
Falls Veterinary Qinic is offering 
spays and neuters for $35 if you 
book an appointment before 
Tuesday, and all proceeds will go 
to the Twin Falls shelter. Szanto's 
staff will work all that day on 
spays and neuters. 

“Our goal is to raise $1,000 for 
the Aelier,” Szamo said. Re^ts 
of his ad campaign have been so 
great that his clim’c has decided 
to extend the offer. They’ll 
extend the deadline to March 15. 
But after Tuesday, all spoys and 
neuters must be fitted between 
regularly scheduled patients. 


“The money will still go to the 
pound," Szanto promised. 

The cost for spaying and neu- 
tering dogs typically averages 
between SSO and $90, depending 
on the size of the animal, vets 
say. The procedure for cats costs 
less. 

Besides reducing the overpopu- 
lation of pets, there arc sound 
reasons for spaying and neuter- 
ing. Pets typically live longer, 
healthier lives if they’re spay^. 

“One thing Fve found,” Szanto 
said, “if the health reasons for 
neutering are' properly 
explained, people are willing to 
go ahead and have their pets 
neutered.” And there are lots of 
health benefits in store for your 
pet when he is neutered, as well 
as a long list of benefits for 
female pets. 

“Prostate cancer has a very 
high occurrence in male dogs, 
and once they get it, there is vir- 
tually no cure,” Szanto said. 
Neutering eliminates that risk. 
Even if you’ve waited, and your 
dog is four, five, even six years 
old, neutering now oHers protec- 
tion against some cancers. 

For females, the cancer rates 
. are every bit as higli. With just 
one litter, the chances of mam- 
mary tumors (breast cancer to 
you and me) increases dramati- 
cally. If, however, you spay the 
same dog before her first heat 
cycle, it has a 99 percent protec- 
tive effect on mammary tumors.

All men are potential rapists, 
some professors hypothesize

Everyone in this story agrees , 
that rape is bad. It’s morally 
repugnant. Its perpetrators 
should be imprisoned, and it 
demands eradication. But that’s 
where the agreement ends and 
the arguments begin around an 
incendiary new hypothesis: All 
men arc potential rapists. 

That’s the unavoidable con- 
clusion of "A Natural History of 
Rape: Biological Bases of Sexual 
Coercion,” a controversial new 
book from MIT Press that hos 
reopened the all-but-scttled 
debate over the impetus for the 
crime. 

The authors - two academics 
in evolutionary biology and 
anthropology - argue that rape • 
is primarily about sex and prop- 
agation, not about violence and 
humiliation, as has generally 
been accepted for 25 years. 

While the prevailing ,vicw_ 
absolves the victim of any 
responsibility, the new book 
suggests women can, indeed, 
provoke rape and should take 
steps to prevent it, such as tak- 
ing chaperons on dates and 
dressing demurely. And society 
shares a responsibility to inform 
men of their primitive sexual 
drives so they can better control 
them. 

“We were aware of the mis- 
guided criticisms that would 
rain down upon us,” said Randy 
Thornhill of the University of 
New Mexico in Albuquerque, 
who co-wrote the book with 
Craig T. Palmer of the 
University of Colorado in 
Colorado Springs. “We knew 
people would see this as blam- 
ing the victim.” 

Thornhill was right about 
that. Since their book was pub- 
lished this month, the scientists- 
have been hit from all sides. 
Fellow scientists, legal scholars, 
sexual abuse counselors and 
feminists have slammed the 
book as a dangerous step back- 
ward in the war on rape. Some 
even fear the hypqxhcsis could 
be used in a sort^ “Darwin 
mode me do it” legal defense 
for rapists. 

Among the most vocal critics 
is Susan Brownmillcr, whose 
1975 book, “Against Our Wills: 
Men, Women and Rape,” spear- 
headed reform of the nation’s 
rape laws. Her work, which pos- 
tulated that rape is about domi-

legal focus on the rapist instead 
of tho victim's sexual past. 

“I liuvcn’t been this outraged 
in years. I ncarly choked read- 
ing ihcir book,” said 
Brownmillcr from her home. in 
New York City. “These guys are 
desperate to mock feminist the- 
ory.” 

Evolutionary scientist Jerry 
Coyne of the University of 
Chicago was hardly any kinder. 

“It’s a dreadful book,” he said. 
“Tlie whole enterprise is not dis- 
pas.sionnte and objective science 
but a heavy-handed and tenden- 
tious aucrhpt to push their thesis 
and to make fun of sociology.” 
Thornhill, 55, remains 
undaunted by and even forgiv- 
ing of the book's detractors. He 
believes the work has been mis- 
understood, in part because of 
political correctness, the pub- 
lic’s lack of scientific sophistica- 
tion and distorted coverage by - 
the “American media disco.” 

“We don’t begrudge our crit- 
ics,” Thornhill said. "We only 
hope that as the initial emotions 
that have so colored their

responses subside, they will 
take the effort to read our book 
as it is, not as they have feared 
it was.” 

At stake, Thornhill said. Is the 
possibility of significantly 
reducing or even eliminating 
rape. But first “the truth,” as he 
calls his view of rape, informed 
by evolutionary science, must 
come out. Until it docs, current 
rape-prevention programs are 
doomed to fail because they 
identify only the environmental 
part of the problem. 

Thornhill draws his theory 
from the animal kingdom. 
Evolutionary theory holds that 
the characteristics found in cer- 
tain animals that allow them to 
survive to produce more off- 
spring will eventually appear in 
every individual of the same 
species. Why? Because tho.se 
animals will have more off- 
spring. Those that don’t, die out. 

“Crudely speaking, sex feels 
good because over evolutionary 
time the animals that liked hav- 
ing sex created more offspring 
than the animals that didn’t,” 
Thornhill writes.

Navigating the Medicare maze 


Q. My husband and I arc both 
nearing 65. retirement, Social 
Security, Medicare, etc. Wc 
understand about Ports A and B 
of Medicare, but are confused 
about which Medigap covetage 
to purchase and when Medigop 
pays for nursing home care, 
^uld you explain this? 

A. Vfluic'Mcdicarc Pons A and 
B provide basic irtsurance protec- 
tion^ these government programs 
do not pay all medical expense.^ 
or most long-tenn core expenses. 
For this reason, private insurers 
sell Medical Supplement polidcs, 
called “Medigop,** and separate 
long-term core insurance which is 
geared spedfically toward nucs-' 
ing home and home care. 

Medigap coverage helps 
seniors, pay the deductibles and 
coinsurance gaps in the Medicare 
plan, and, depending on which 
policy you choose, may pay for 
items or services not covered by 
Medicare at all; for example, pre- 
scription drugs. Medigap only 
supplements the original 
Medicare fee-for-servicc plan, not 
managed care plans. All Medigap 
polices arc guaranteed renew- 
able, and continue in force as 
long as the premium is paid. 

•Because there was confusion 
about whot these policies cov- 
ered and didn’t cover. Congress 
created federal standards in 
1990. Today, most states follow 
these guidelines and limit the 
number of Medigap policies Uiat 
can be sold to 10 plans. The 10 
standard plans arc identified by 
the letters A through J. While the 
Plan A core package is available 
in all stales, the other, nine 
include both the core coverage 
and different benefit combina- 



tions. Congress added two addi- 
tional high deductible plans in 
1997. 


Medicare covers skilled nurs- 
ing care under certain specific 
conditions and then for only a 
limited time. A certified facility, 
either a separate facility or a 
ward or wing of a hospital must 
have the staff and equipment to 
provide skilled nursing care or 
skilled rehabilitative services 
and other related health services. 

. To qualify for skilled nursing 
benefits under Medicare, a per- 
son must meet five conditions: (1) 
Have a condition that requires 
daily skilled nursing or skilled 
rehabilitative services wluch can 
only be provided in a skilled 
nursing facility; (2) Have been in 
a hospital at least three days in a 
row, excluding the day of dis- 
charge, before admission to a 
skilled nursing facility which is 
Medicare certified; (3) Be admit- 
ted to tlie facility within 30 days 
after leaving the hospital; (4) Be 
treated in the .skilled facility for 
the same condition that was 
treated in the hospital, or for a 
condition that arose while 'receiv- 
ing care in the skilled nursing 
facility for a condition which was 


treated in the hospital; and (5) 
Have the need for care certified 
by a physician. 

If covered, Medicare will pay 
100 percent of the first 20 days ii\ 
a nursing facility and all expense 
es of up to the next 80 days' 
except for $96 per day co-insur- 
ance. While some Medigap plans 
do not pay the coinsurance for 
skilled nursfng care, others do. 
This coverage is not to be con- 
fused with separate long-term 
core policies, which cover nursing 
home and home care when policy, 
requirements are met. 

Because the Medigap premium- 
cost varies witli the coverage, you' 
should decide which benefits you 
are likely to need before buying a 
policy. Flan A is tlie least expen- 
sive policy and' offers the core 
package, but Plan H is the least 
expensive package offering pre- 
scription dnjg coverage. You may 
wish to consider Plans F and G tf 
you use doctors who charge more 
than the amount approved by 
Medicare. Plan D includes benefits' 
not covered by Plan A which 
include coverage of custodial care 
at home after an illness or injury 
and the cost of coinsurance for 
skilled nursing home care. Today, 
according to statistics. Plans C and 
F arc the most popular among con- 
sumers. Wc suggest you contact a 
knowledgeable insurance profes-, 
sional who can help you make your 
choice depending on your needs.

T'hc IKS considers persons to be age 65 on the day before 
their 65th birthday. So to the IRS, those who turned 65 on 
January 1, 1998, were age 65 on December 31, 1997. 
Persons who sold their personal residence before May 7, 
1997 qualify for the once-in>a*lifctinie tax break available 
to people age 55 or older. This tax break allows an 
exclusion of up to $125,000 of gain on the home sale. 
Certain use and ownership restrictions apply^ and there 
arc special rules for persons with disability and for 
widows and widowers. Persons selling their personal 
residence after May 6, 1997, may qualify for the exclusion 
of up to $250,000 of gain on the sale of a home. Married 
couples filing a joint return will qualify for an exclusion 
of $5(K),00(). For further details, please refer to the section 
titled "Capital Gains" under "Important Tax Law Changes 
for 1997" the AAUP web page.
